The 
other negro went through Kabuss’ pock- 
ets, taking 75 cents, all the money he 
had. 


Kicking for His Lack. 


While the negro was making the 
search, Kabuss struck him in the face 
with his fist, knocking him off his feet. 
The negro with the revolver then shift- 
ed his position and sat on Kabuss’ 
head. 

When the negroes found that 75 cents 
was the extent of their booty, the one 
with the red hatband demanded! angrily, 
“Why don’t you carry more money ’’’ 

He held the victim while the other 
robber kicked him in the ribs. 

They fied up the alley, the smaller 
carying his revolver in his hand. Ka- 
buss followed them north through the 
alley two blocks to Soulard street, 
where they disappeared in the dark- 
ness. The police knew nothing of the 
robbery until Kabuss reported it at 
Soulard Street Station.

Myrtle Tipton, the 18-year-old girl

charge of bringing stolen property into

“I’m glad it’s not ten,’’ said the girl, 
smiling. ‘“Two is not so bad." 

A strange tale is that told by this 
girl. With strong masculine features, 
short hair and a sturdy frame she was 
well prepared by nature to assume the 
character and dress of a boy, which she 
wore so successfully that she worked in 
the harvest fields and drove through the 
country with her stolen team, without 
any one suspecting her sex. She is not 
the least discomfited by her capture 
and tells of her remarkable escapades 
with as little concern as an ordinary 
school girl would relate some prank she 
had played upon a schoolmate. Seated 
on the writing desk in Sheriff Canutt’s 
private office, with her hands folded in 
her lap, she calmly posed for her photo- 
graph and then as calmly related the 
story of her crime and her romatic ride. 

Her Midnight Raid. 

While other girls of her age would 
have been shivering with fear at the 
darkness, even if accompanied by 
friends, this girl who had become hard- 
ened to the life of a farm hand, crept 
at midnight from her bed on the farm 
of Indian Lolo, for whom - she ‘had 
worked, and went into the pasture to 
steal the horses of her employer. She 
chased after the team she had driven 
to the plow and capturing them in the 
pasture took them to the barn, where 
she placed the harness upon them and 
hitching them to her employer's wagon 
drove away through the dark. 

Alone, across the Indian reservation 
she proceeded with her stolen plunder. 

“Was I afraid?’ she repeated the cor- 
respondent's question. ‘‘No, Indeed I 
was not.

It is said he 
made a vow, when he heard of his fosier 
father’s death, to kill Tripp, and has 
nursed that desire for revenge during 
the two years which elopsed between 
the vow and the opportunity to keep it.
